Washington, April 7.—A total of 
approximately $3,000,000 will be 
refunded to automobile manufac- 
turers by the treasury in the re- 
adjustment of the new automotive 
excise taxes, which in turn will be 
adjusted by the manufacturer, with 
his agents and dealers. 

This sum represents the differ- 
ence between the old 5 per cent. 
tax and the new 2 per cent. tax on 
passenger cars, which became ef- 
fective on March 29, and which 
the government agreed to rebate 
on all cars in the hands of the 
dealers and agents on March 29. 

An appropriation of $1,000,000 


in money was asked by President 
Coolidge today, in a letter to Con- 
gress, which estimated that a total 
of about $3,000,000 would be re- 
quired to rebate the retroactive 
tax. Of the total sum needed, 
$2,000,000 will be adjusted through 
credits taken by the automoblie 
manufacturers on their monthly 
tax returns for the month of 
March, 

No figure is given as to the num- 
ber of passenger cars in stock on 
March 29, when the reduction be- 
came effective to the public, but 
their value is estimated by the 
Treasury Department to be rough- 
ly $100,000,000.

GASOLINE TAXES 
FATTEN COFFERS 
BY $150,000,000 


States Derive Heavy, 
Benefits From As- 
sessments 
"at tae Gee April 7.— 

Nearly $150,000,000 wag 
paid in gasoline taxes in 1925 by 
motor vehicles operators, accordin 
to the Bureau of Public Roads of 
the United States Department of 


Agriculture. 


The exact amount collected 
was $146,028,940, an increase of 
83 per cent. over the total in 
1924 and four and one-half times 
the total in 1923. The increase is 
the result of the still wider use 
of motor vehicles, adoption of 
the tax by a number of states 
which had not previously re- 
sorted to it and higher rates of 
taxation by other states. 


Of the total tax collected, $102,: 
065,216 was made available fot 
state highways, $32,721,704 fot 
county and local roads, $217,394 
for collection costs and $11,024,627 
for other purposes. 

No tax was assessed in Illinois, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and 
New York. The $146,028,940 col. 
lected in the remaining states waq 
derived from the taxation of a tota] 
of 6,457,783,284 gallons of gasoline, 
from which it appears that th@¢ 
average rate is 2.26 cents per gale 
lon.

'K. C. Buses Prove 


Practical During 
Severest Storms 


Kansas City, April 7.—The bus 
system in Kansas City, operated as 
an auxiliary service by the street 
railways company, has proved itself 
practical under severe weather con- 
ditions and is increasingly popular 
with the public, street railway ‘of- 
ficials declare. 

The last week saw some trying 
weather conditions for the opera- 
tion of buses, but they main- 
tained their schedules through- 
out a spring blizzard that lasted 
four days. The blizzard made 
the snow drift badly, and, com- 
ing as it did after spring weather, 
the first snow melted, creating a 
slush under the ten inches or 
more of snow. 

The rugged topography of the 
territory covered by the bus 
service also added to the severe 
tests placed on buses. Only in a 
few instances was rerouting nec- 
essary to avoid some /of the 
steeper hills. 

A few weeks ago the buses were 
compelled to operate on streets 
covered with a heavy sleet, and 
here they met the test just as satis- 
factorily as in the heavy snows. 


The street railways company 
now is operating about eighty 
buses here, including what is 


known as an “express line” in the 
the most restricted residential sec- 
tion of the city. On this line a 
fare of 25 cents is charged and the 
appeal is made to the women to 
use the service for shopping and 
theater parties and to thus avoid 
“parking troubles” im the down- 
town district. 

There also is a growing tendency 
among business and professional 
men in the territory served to use 
the express line instead of their 
private cars. The cost is less, it is 
pointed out, as well as all parking 
troubles being eliminated. The 
most luxurious type of parlor buses 
are used on this route. 

The bus system, while intended ~* 
primarily as a “feeder” for the 
tram service, is proving more 
and more popular with the pub- 
lic, company officials report, and 
they are predicting that most of 
the lines will be on a paying 
basis before the summer is over. 
In fact, some of the lines now 
are showing a profit. 


TWIN CITIES TRANSIT

prema urban life is lived in three dimensions, on the ground, 
above the ground and under the ground. Even transporta- 
tion with its elevated, surface and underground lines partakes of this 
same tripartite character. The cities long since found that the single 
plane of the earth’s surface was not enough to accommodate the 
methods of getting about that were needed by their teeming thousands. 
Without their elevated and subway lines many of the larger cities 
would be absolutely unable to take care of the transportation of their 
populations. 

Very rapidly, motor transportation is beginning to replace other 
modes of conveyance for our cities. Bus lines are taking the place of 
street cars, and private motor cars and taxicabs are replacing personal 
transportation of other sorts. Yet today urban motor transport is 
confined to a single plane of activity, the surface. The streets. are 
still able to hold the flow of moving motor vehicles, but they are no 
longer able to meet the problem of furnishing space for the parking 
of cars and trucks. Not a day passes that the newspapers do not 
carry pronunciamentos from some city that the parking problem has 
reached a stage that can only be described as critical. 

There is only one answer to the question of what to 

do with urban motor traffic. And that is, increase the num- 

ber of planes on which it may be active. Underground streets 

to carry streams of moving motor vehicles are probably 

beyond present possibilities, but underground parking spaces 

that will clear the streets of stationary vehicles are entirely 
within the scope of present economics. This would seem to 

be the next step in adapting our cities, planned for very 

different traffic from that which they now must accommo- 

date, to the needs of the rapidly developing motor transpor- 
tation. With standing vehicles removed from the one plane 
available for movement, the streets can probably carry our 
motor traffic for some little time. 

Our best chance is to dig ourselves out of the dilemma 
into which the rapid development of motor transport has 
plunged us. 


The Thrif ty Dutch 


is rather an amusing sidelight on the recent British attempt 

to manipulate the world rubber market that comes in a state- 
ment from consular sources regarding the effect of the Stephenson act 
on the rubber planters in Dutch East Indies. The British restriction 
plan worked exactly as it authors intended it should in raising the 
price of rubber. It brought that modern necessity up from 11 cents 
a pound to over a dollar befdre it was finally abrogated. The planters 
of rubber in British colonies reaped a reward, which was grateful 
after several lean years. But the Stephenson act, by its very nature, 
limited the profits that could be reaped by British planters. By 
limiting the supply of rubber that could be shipped, the measure also 
limited profits. 

But the planters in the Dutch East Indies were under no obliga- 
tion to limit their shipments, nor to restrict their planting of new 
rubber bearing areas. And they took full advantage of the strategic 
position that accident had placed them in. The Dutch 
planters raised more rubber than ever before .and sold it at higher 
prices than they had ever realized. The islands today are tremen- 
dously prosperous, and naturally feel that the Stephenson restriction 
act was one of the noblest pieces of legislation ever conceived. Statues 
of Stephenson are about due in the market places of Dutch East 
Indian towns.

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CHRYSLER PROFITS 
HIGHER IN QUARTER 


Net of $4,000,000 
Would Compare With 
$3,500,000 Year Ago 


EW YORK, April 

Bankers are estimating that 
the earnings of the Chrysler Core. 
poration for tine first quarter of 
the fiscal year were close to $4,- | 
000,000 after charges. This 
would amount, after preferred 
dividends, to between $1.25 and 
$1.30 a share on the 2,711,300 
shares of no par common stock. 

The net profits in the first quar- 
ter of 1925 totalled $3,500,000, 
which was equal to $4.85 a share, 
on 623,000 shares of common then 
outstanding. The stock has since 
been split, four shares for one. 

The corporation's monthly 

production has been mounting 
steadily since the firsts of the 
current year and it is understsood 
that output exceeded 35,000 cars 
for the first quarter, against 
under 25,000 during the corre- 
sponding period of 1925. 

March production is said to have 
been close to 13,000 cars including. 
the company’s three lines—the 
four-cylinder car, the low-priced 
.Six and the new imperial models 
| in the higher price field introduced 
‘at the automobile show this year. 
; That earnings have not shown 
| as large a gain as the increase in 
| Sales is due to the reduction in 
prices on the four-cylinder models 
; which were announced early this 
‘year as well as the expenses in- 
cidental to getting the new im- 
perial models into production. 
Notwithstanding, Chrysler’s profits 
ifor the first quarter ran at a rate 
substantially larger than in 1925 
established a 
high record in annual earnings with 
a balance for dividends in excess 
of $1 7,000, 000.

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Record Earnings 
By Nash Foreseen 


New York, April 7.—Record earn- 
thus far in 1926 are fore- 
shadowed by the gains in produc- 
tion and sales of the Nash Motors 
Company. The company’s first 
quarter ended on February 28 with 
shipments upward of 35,000 cars. 
In March, the company reported 
a new record in monthly shipments 
of 16,265 Nash and Ajax cars, a 
gain of nearly 60 per cent. over 
shipments in the corresponding 
period of 1925. 

For the entire 1925 fiscal year, 
Nash's shipments were 93,000 cars, 
so that in the first four months of 
the current year shipments were 
upward of 55 per cent. of total 
shipments last year. Net profitsi n 
1925 were $16,256,216, or an avert 
age of nearly $175 a car. Bankers 
estimate profit for the first quar- 
ter of its fiscal year was approxi- 
mately $5,000,000, or $1.85 a share, 
on the 2,730,000 shares of Nash 
capital stock. 


Crude Oil Output 
| U p in Last Week 
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New York, April 7.—Production 
of crude oil increased 13,650 bar- 
rels daily last week, according to 
figures compiled by the American 
Petroleum Institute. The daily 
average amounted to 1,947,450 
barrels, against 1,933,800 in the 
previous week, and 1,931,300 bar- 
rels in the corresponding week last 
year. The increase was due al- 
most entirely to new production 
in Oklahoma, where the Sinclair 
;interest brought in a well which 
flowed at the rate of more than 
17,000 barrels daily. The gain for 
Oklahoma alone amounted to 
116,950 barrels.
